3 0 . — A violent 
storm swept over the city and sur­ 
rounding 
country 
from 
midnight 
till 8 o ’clock yesterday 
morning. 
It bore a close resemblance to the 
hurricane whi<jh worked such havoc 
a few days ago. 
Like that storm, 
this one had its origin in a hurri­ 
cane from the West indies and then 
swept along 
the Atlanticcoast in a 
northeasterly 
direction. 
As most 
of the telegraph lines are down the 
signal bureau is unable to give the 


storm ’s course. 
The view of the bay from the 
Battery sea walls was magnificent 
this morning and thousands gath­ 
ered to see it. 
Old boatmen said 
it was unparalleled in their experi­ 
ence. 
The tide 
was very high 
owing to the inshore gale. 
A t 6 
o’clock its highest level was reached 
and delayed 
travel 
considerably. 
The water had the dangerous look 
, usual when there is a violent storm 
at sea. 
Big waves were churned 
up by the wind, their crests break­ 
ing in great masses of foam, the 
spray dashing over the bows of ves­ 
sels as they lay tugging at their 


anchors. 
T he waves dashed 
against 
the 
Battery sea wall with a great roar. 
The tide was almost to the top of 
the wall. 
As each rolling sea came 
in it broke against the granite abut­ 
ment and sprang high in the air. 


The seas carried in debris and g o ­ 
ing out left it on the Battery park. 
Some of the-w-aves mounted as high 
as fifteen feet above the wall. 
'Fhe 
high seas bombarded the long shed 
of the barge office, 
flooding 
the 
ground floor and rising nearly to the 
roof of the outer wall. 
No boats 
^could make a lapding there today. 
The 
Bedloe’^ island boat came 
over to the Battery at 9 o ’cIock. 
W l^n near the dock d'icket Agent 
Lafierty saw the danger of the boat 
dashing to pieces, and shouted to 
the pilot to 
keep off. 
The boat 
then returned to Bedloe’s island. 
The Ellis island ferry boat failed to 
make its ap¡i|^rance up to 10:30 a. 
m.

Along Coney Island beach every­ 
thing has been completely wiped 
away,

buildings have been lifted oft and 
carried blocks away.

N e w H a v e n , Conn., Aug. 3 0 . — 
Great damage was done to property 
here by the storm yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
It is estimated that a hundred 
or more shade trees went down in 
the gale and chimneys and roofs 
were blown off in profusion. 
The 
sidewalks ot Proctor’s ojiera house 
were toppled over and the steeple 
of St. Paul’s church was badly dam ­ 
aged. 
The oyster beds are thought to 
be entirely ruined, though nothing 
authentic can 
be 
learned 
about 
them for several days. 
The harbor 
is unusually well filled with ships 
which put in for shelter and have 
remained all day. 
It is impossible to accurately es­ 
timate the damage at present,

contracts for the sinking of wells at 
each county seat and town laid out, 
and these wells will be sufficiently 
large and numerous to furnish 
am ­ 
ple 
supply 
of 
water 
to 
every 
man and beast entering the new 
territory. 
Work upon several of 
the wells has already commenced, 
and all will be completed before the 
opening date.

is safer in the banks than it would 
be elsewhere, they are leaving it 
there. 


L et the vote of the senate be 
what it may, the fact remains that 
silver at the old ratio of 16 to i is 
the fair measure of values. 
The 
party which in this country asks 
that silver be valued at 70 cents 
per ounce, in the same breath asks 


that wheat be valued at 70 cents 
per bushel and cotton at seven cents 
per pound. 
The people must set­ 
tle the dispute at the ballot box in 
1896 and say whether we shall have 
an honest dollar and an independ­ 
ent man or a dear dollar and a 
cheap man. 
T he settlement of the 
question will settle the status of the 
producer for a hundred years to 
come, 
and the D e m o c r a t has no 
fears as to what that settlement will 
be. 


THE RESPOKSIBILITY. 


There is no divided responsibility 
for the late financial panic. 
14 was the full fruition of four 
ywars of republican mismanagement 
and pernicious legislation. 
Just when the infamous M c K in ­ 
ley tariff laws had cut off our for­ 
eign markets and thrown the bal­ 
ance of trade heavily against us, 
the ill advised and pernicious Sher­ 
man law disturbed domestic busi­ 
ness circles and added to our mis­ 
fortunes. 


The accumulated evils were more 
than even American vim and enter­ 
prise could overcome, and business 
languished. 


But the democratic party, coming 
into power last March, has already 
begun the work of reform. 
In the natural order of events the 
evils 
our 
republican friends had 
brought about would have been in 
full operation 
until next 
D ecem ­ 
ber, had not the emergency called 
for an extra session of congress. 
But 
now 
that 
the 
republican 
Sherman law has been repealed the 
demand will go up stronger than 
ever for an immediate reform of 
the tariff. 


If congress will go earnestly to 
work and wipe from the statutes the 
handiwork of M cK inley along with 
that of Sherman it will be many 
long years before a republican hand 
again writes a law for this country. 
It is fortunate indeed that the 


people were aroused in time to drive 
the republican party from 
power 
in 1892, for had the Harrison ad­ 
ministration continued four - years 
longer it is doubtful if even the re­ 
markable vitality of American busi­ 
ness circles could have overcome 
the accumulated misfortunes which 
republican 
imbecility would have 
brought upon us. 
T he country’s experience under 
four years of Harrison will be suffi­ 
cient to last a lifetime. 


O rEN THE rURS E. 


It is surprising that those who are 
hoarding money do not by this time 
appreciate the folly of which they 
are guilty, says the Detroit Free 
Press. 
A few days’ panic as the 
result of a scare can be understood. 
It is natural for men to keep a close 
grip upon their money when they 
think, whether with reason or not, 
that 
there is danger of losing 
it. 
Under 
such 
circumstances 
they 
think it less liable to get away from 
them if it is in their pockets or cun­ 
ningly hid away where it is sup­ 
posed 
that thieves will not break 
through 
and 
steal. 
But a fright 
which 
continues 
for 
weeks 
and 
months, 
inspiring men to conceal 
what currency they may accumulate 
in 
chimney 
places, 
oyster 
cans, 
cellar walls and old teapots, when 
it should’ be doing its work in the 
world of trade and commerce, thus 
creating a famine of available cur­ 
rency in a country of plenty and 
abundance, 
is unexplainable non- 
sence. 
There is no possible excuse for 
such child’s 
play. 
The 
country 
never had so much money in nomi­ 
nal circulation- -that is, outside of 
the national treasury— as it now has. 
It never had better money, so far as 
the uses of business are concerned 
for every dollar is as good as every 
other dollar, and will remain so. 
There can be no depreciation under 
existing circumstances. What earth­ 
ly excuse for locking it up under 
such 
circumstances? 
Yet 
today 
business is inconvenienced and in 
many directions seriously crippled 
because the life-blood of trade is 
drawn from its legitimate channels 
and is permitted to give nourish­ 
ment to none of the material interests 
of the country. If the hoarders would 
be guided by reason and restore the 
money which they are withholding 
from trade to its legitimate uses,the 
rush of business would be the re­ 
sponse and the wheels of industry 
would be set moving in a way to 
convince ali that this midsummer 
fliirry has been a good deal in the 
nature of midsummer madness.

The clever scheme inaugu­ 
rated to extort passes from various 
roads would probably be in success­ 
ful operation today had it not been 
for the eagle-like eyed and careful 
ways of Chief Clerk Fitzpatrick, of 
the general manager’s office of the 
Missouri 
Pacific. 
One 
day last 
week a gentleman presented himself 
at the general offices of the Missouri 
Pacific armed with a request for a 
pass from St. 
Louis to Memphis 
anci return. The request was signed 
by the general manager of the D. 
& R. G. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick noticed 
that there was something irregular 
in the signature and, after informing 
the gentleman who requested the 
pass to call again, he wired the gen­ 
eral manager of the D. & R. 
G., 
concerning the request and received 
a wire to the effect that no such a 
request was granted and that his 
signature was a forgery. 


OTHER ROADS VICTIMIZED. 
The gentleman failed to call at 
the Missouri Pacific 
headquarters 
for his pass, and the matter was re­ 
ferred to General Manager \V. 
B. 
Doddridge, who immediataly began 
an investigation which led to the 
.startling discovery that his own road 
had been victimized, as theVandalia, 
B. 
& 
M. and 
Denver 
and 
Rio 
Grande. 
During the investigation, 
Col. 
Hill, 
assistant general m ana­ 
ger of the Vandalia, called up Mr. 
)oddridge and presented him with 
. request made by the Missouri Pa- 
ific 
on 
the Vandalia requesting 
»asses 
for 
an employe from St. 
iOuis to eastern points. 
After Mr. 
)oddridge had scanned the docu­ 
ment he turned to Col. Hill with 
the remark: 
“ Why, Colonel, that is net my 
signature; that is a forgery. 
The 
request is not even made on our 
.etter-heads, 
and 
is 
irregular 
in 
every particular.” 
The assistant general manager of 
the Vandalia was not surprised, as 
tie was aware of the investigation 
that was being made and displayed 
the letter in order to furnish another 
clew with the hope of running down 
rhe 
gang 
that had succeeded so 
cleverly in fleecing his road. 
In 
explaining 
the 
reason 
why 
he 
granted the request on an irregular 
document, he stated that he was 
iware that the Missouri Pacific had 
been 
making 
numerous 
changes 
here of late, and was laboring under 
the impression that Mr. Doddridge 
had a new private secretary who 
had issued the request at his insti­ 
gation. 


STEPS TO APPREH END THE GANG. 
All of the western roads have be­ 
come thoroughly alarmed at the sit­ 
uation, and are taking steps to ap­ 
prehend the gang, who are either 
obtaining passes to use themselves 
or to sell to brokers. 
General M an­ 
ager Doddridge is the first official 
to take action in the matter, he hav­ 
ing wired, besides all the operated 
and leased 
lines of the Missouri 
Pacific, numerous western roads to 
arrest and hold all parties present­ 
ing letters purporting to be issued 
by him requesting passes to any 
point 
whatever. 
Mr. 
Doddridge 
and 
other 
railroad 
officials 
are 
rather non-committal on the sub­ 
ject, but all agree that some smooth 
men have very cleverly worked the 
roads in question tor transportation 
which they were not entitled to. 


T h r o u g h t o t h e G u l f . 
On and after today the passenger 
and freight trains on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas v\ ¿11 run between 


H ouston/and 
Galveston over the 
tracks of the -Galveston, Houston 
and Henderson, thus extending the 
M issouri, Kansas and Texas service 
through to the Gulf. 
There will be two through pas­ 
senger trains daily each way, and 
when the Burlington bridge across 
the Missouri river at Bellefotitaine 
Bluffs is ready for operation the M., 
K. and T. will run through express 
trains daily each way between St. 
Louis and Galveston. 
At present the northern terminus 
in Missouri for M., K. & T. through 
trains is Hannibal, 
and from that

The court’s decision does not af­ 
fect the right of the International 
and Great Northern to the joint 
use of the Henderson tracks between 
Houston and Galveston.
